CARAVEL' a purpose Was to persuade the Swiss aod Spanish authorities to sup- 
port the German position for uniformly strict legislation at a conference on 
counterfeiting which was to be held in Wiesbaden during the first week of 
>pril.

However, we would 
certainly lose our window into the German security scene and for this reason 
I will try to prevail on CARAVEL to stay in his current position. In the 
long run, this any not prove to be too difficult. Be likes the scope of bis 
preeeot job} he likes the location) he is comfortably settled and quite close 
to his hometown to which he still goes frequently cm weekends and holidays. 
Also, it may ce recalled, CARAVEL goes through an emotional crisis every 
tine a new superior is appointed, T am making particular reference to Marry 
Sbdermann who was first bitterly resented and later enthusiastically sup- 
ported by CARAVEL, personally, I think Moeheim would be an acceptable 
appointment.
